at present to 50,000,000 should be 
brought about as a major step in the 
solution of the wheat production 
problem the production 
committee 
of the wheat council of the United 
States decided today, according to 
an announcement by President Syd­ 
ney Anderson. 
The lower acreage is sufficient to 
meet the domestic requirement* of 
the country and should be brought 
about as soon as alternative crops 
can be introduced, 
the 
announce 
ment said. 
At the time the production 
mittee decided that steps should be 
taken to establish 
a 
pemanenlly 
broadened 
domestic 
market 
for 
wheat which it holds Is an essential 
part of the plan for stabilization of 
the business of wheat growing. 
In­ 
creased domestic consumption is 
urged. 
‘ The committee is confining its 
consideration to 
the 
development 
of a long time program and policy 
of wheat production and the econo­ 
mic measures necessary to carry 
out that policy," 
the announcement 
said. 
“The committee’s report will 
not purport to deal with the immeui- 
ate situation confronting the wheat 
farmer or with political measures to 
remedy that situation. 
"Our program requires a reduc­ 
tion of 10.000,000 
acres 
and 
the 
planting of this land to other crops 
The additional wheat required from 
year to year to meet the needs of 
increasing population would be pro­ 
duced from larger yields per acre 
rather than through the expansion 
of acreage.

Consequently growers of potatoes 
are receiving around 30

SEA SO NA BLE FOODS 
C ABBAGE 
at 
this 
season 
Is 
crisp, solid and good flavored. 
It contains the salts and vitamines 
which will keep our bodies in good 
working order. 
Cabbage is not a 
retiring vegetable, for one knows 
where it is cooking and cooked that 
it needs no introduction to the 
neighborhood. The following are a 
few good ways of serving this 
wholesome and odorous vegetable: 
Stuffed Cabbage.—Select a hard 
head, cut awny the outside leaves, 
then soak in salted water to dis­ 
lodge any insects which may be 
lurking within. 
Drain, scoop out 
the center, being careful not to de­ 
stroy the shape, and Ail with a force 
meat prepared of a quarter of a 
pound each of chopped ham and 
veal, then pound to a pulp, season 
with salt and pepper, parsley and 
a 
grating 
of 
nutmeg, 
a 
little 
chopped green pepper, and bind 
with a dialf-cupful of bread crumbs 
and the yolks of two eggs. Tie in 
a cloth, cover with bolling water, 
and cook until the cabbage Is very 
tender. 
Place on a hot chop plate, 
cut into wedge-shaped pieces to 
serve. 
Cabbage Puree.— This is a soup 
which will prove an addition to 
any 
repertoire 
of 
such 
dishes: 
Chop a small white cabbage with 
one onion, one stalk of celery and 
a tablespoonful of parsley. 
Cook 
in boiling, salted water. 
When 
very soft, drain through a sieve 
and pound to a pulp. Put over the 
fire in a saucepan, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter and when bubbling 
hot 
add 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
flour; cook until smooth, add a pint 
of rich milk, season to taste and 
serve with a beaten egg stirred in 
the last thing. 
Creamed or Ladies' Cabbage.— 
Cook the cabbage until tender, sea­ 
son highly with salt and pepper 
and add a generous portion of but­ 
ter and a handful of crushed crack­ 
ers. 
Heat a cupful of rich milk 
and add to the cabbage which has 
been shredded and cooked until 
tender.

Nov. IS.—The pass­ 
ing of Dave Bancroft, Casey Stengel 
and Bill Cunningham from the Giant 
roster and the acquisition by that 
team of Billy 
Southworth 
and Joe 
Oeschger, is construed by baseball 
fandom as the opening move my Man- 
ager John McGraw* for almost com­ 
plete reconstruction of his club. 
If such it proves, it will mark the 
fourth time in McGraw'g 21 years as 
Giant manager that he has so over­ 
hauled his organization. 
As each of 
his earlier efforts ultimately brought 
National League pennants to New 
York, followers of the 
game 
will 
watch with interest his every move 
from now until the start of the 1924 
campaign. 
When McGraw first took over the 
managership of the New York club 
he fell heir to or acquired a list of 
players 
which 
Included 
Wiltse, 
Mathewson, Ames, McGlnnlty, Bow­ 
sm a n , 
McGann, 
Gilbert, 
Devlin, 
Dunn, 
Dahlen, 
Mertes, 
Bresnahan 
and Browne, and with that array won 
the National League championship of 
1904 and 1905. 
But, when during the following few 
years this group of players failed to 
fulfill McGraw* hopes, all but three 
of their number, Mathewson, W iltse 
and Ames, were traded or dropped by 
the little 
Napoleon, 
while 
he set 
about building the Giant combination 
which came to the front with Nation­ 
al League 
titles 
in 1911, 1912 and 
1913. 
On the roster during those three 
years 
were 
Mathewson, 
Wiltse, 
Ames, Marquard, Tesreau, Crandall, 
Demaree, Meyers, Wilson, McLean, 
Merkle, Doyle, Herog, Fletcher, De­ 
vore, 
Snodgrass, 
Becker, 
Shafer, 
Burns and Murray. 
When during 1914 and 1915 they 
faltered it became their turn to suf­ 
fer the fate of their predecessors. Of 
their number only Herzog, Fletcher 
and Burns remained as members of

title. 
In addition to Herzog, Fletcher and 
Burns, that 1917 combination includ­

at the reopening of the middlewest- 
em grain rate hearing before the in­ 
terstate commerce commission. 
Outlining general economic condi­ 
tions in agriculture Dr. Waters re­ 
pudiated a theory advanced by rail- 
j road proponents that 
purchase 
of 
I high land in 1919-20 w-as fundamen­ 
tal in the farmers* plight. 
About one hundred and twenty-five 
men, rate experts and attorneys, re­ 
presenting territory from corst 
to 
coasts were present whn tno hearing 
opened before John J. 
Esch 
and 
Johnston B. Campbell, members of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
The hearing here, which is to con­ 
tinue ten days, is the result of »he 
plea of eight states for lower rates 
on grain, ^ r a in products 
ami 
hay. 
Oklahoma. Nebraska, Missouri, Iowa, 
Minnesota, South Dakota and North 
Dakota joined with Kansas in the ap­ 
plication for a rate adjustment. 
The states interested contend the 
existing rates in the middle west are 
unfair to the 
farmer, 
because 
of 
other commodities have not declin­ 
ed as have prices 
for 
agricultural 
products. 
It is estimated the farm- 
j er will benefit 
approximately 
17 
million dollars a year if the case is 
I won. 
Agricultural conditions are worse 
; now than at any time since the war, 
Dr. Waters declared 
in his

“The fa rm e r’s dollar does not have 
the efficiency of the dollar in any 
other industry,” he asserted. 
“We 
have to go back to 1896 to find a 
w’heat crop, for instance, whose value 
was as low as the purchasing power 
of* the 1923 wheat crop.
